RADIO ENGINEER. CUTTING AND WASHINGTON RADIO Co?»; 


AN EFFICIENT TWO STAGE AMPLIFIER. 


A two stage audio-frequency 


amplifier is almost a necessity 
these days, when everyone wants 
to listen to the radiophone con- 
certs without wearing ear pieces. 
There are many types and makes 
upon the market, most all ol 
which are good. There has re- 
cently come 'upon the market a 
type which has some Interesting 
features and appears to be very 
etllcient.- 
The panel Is made of a plate of 


insulating phenol composition. Tt 
Is black in color and is laminated. 
Instead of the usual wooden cab- 
inet, a heavy sheet brass cabinet 
is used, which has securely weld- 
ed corners. This provides elec- 
trical shielding of the Interior 
circuits and makes the cabinet 
practically dustproof. The finish 
or the metal cabinet Is black satin 


• nnmel, whick Mains a 
very 


pleasing appearance. Sheet brass 
partitions Inside the cabinet sep- 
arate the two stages from each 
other arid provide a shield be- 
tween them. This eliminates any 
noises which may occur because 
of interaction of one circuit with 
another. It seems to have been 
the particular object of the makers 
to eliminate all possibility of en- 
ergy feedback from the second to 
the first stage. In this It appears 
they have succeeded. 
A separate filament rheostat 


controls the filament current of 
each of the amplifier tubes. This 
Is advisable because tubes vary 
somewhat in their characteristics. 
There are two automatic filament 
control jacks, one marked "First 
stage" and one "Second stage. 
When the phone plug Is inserted 
Into the first stage the first lamp 
is lighted, but the second Is not 
until the plug is put in the second 
jack. Both lamps are then lighted 
and the headphones are connected 
in the plate circuit of the second 
Btage. This makes it possible^to 
shift from one stage to another 
without changing the filament 
rheostat adjustments. 


All controls are plainly marked 


in a manner that adds to the ap- 
pearance of the panel. Two win- 
dows, which are screened, allow 
each of the tubes to be Keen with- 
out removing the panel from the 
cabinet.

AN ADJUSTABLE RADIO MAST. 


Wherever it la desired to erect 


a radio antenna or "aerial" on the 
top ot • flat roof it is desirable 
to have the horizontal portion 
suspended as high as possible 
above the roof. The "height" of 


the nntcnna Is really Its 
above the roof and not its eleva- 
tion above the earth in this case. 
It is customary to suspend the 
horizontal portion of the single 
wire aritenna between two sup- 
lorts. Wooden supports may, of 


course, be used, but many peopH 
find them either unsightly or un- 
stable. 
An adjustable Iron pipe mast 


nas recently been placed upon tha 
market, which Is most suitable for 
antenna support. It Is adjustable 
In heights from six to twelve feet. 
The lower section of the mast is 
of one inch Iron tubing, and an 
upper section, also of iron tubing, 
la one-half inch, so that It will 
telescope Into the lower section, 
A set screw with a large handle 
provides for securely clamping 
the two sections together at the 
desired height of mast. The low- 
er section is kept from slipping at 
Its base by a heavy cast iron 
plate upon which It rests. 
Each mast comes completely 


ermipped with seventy-five feet of 
No 14 galvanized guy wire and 
throe inch turnbuckles for tight- 
ening each guy wire after It has 
been put In place. 
A galvanized Iron ring at the 


top ot the tipper section accom- 
modates the guy wires, as well as 
the halyards for the antenna. 
The two mast sections and cast 
Iron bnso are well enameled to 
prevent rusting.

drop In tho price of foodstuffs of about 
throo> per cent, in tho past month and 
about n:no per cent, in a year. 


What these figures mean are shown 


by the pie-war prices of 1913, which 
wr-re about the same as tho pre-war 
prices of a year later. Ordinary tablo 
supplies cost 47 per cent, more now 
than before the great conflict. 


Scranton, however, is given as one
